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IMPERFORATE FINDS 





Stamp Collecting of London, Eng., 
in its March 8th issue has the fol- 
lowing brief item. *A recent report 
in Scott’s monthly Journal states 
that a Quebec collector bought the 
last twelve imperforate current 


Queen Elizabeth 5c stamps of a 
sheet, the previous 88 having been 
cut up and sold for postage." 

Do any of our readers know any- 
thing about this? Every once-in-a- 
while we see a report of someone 
getting a sheet of imperforate 
stamps at some post office and cut- 
ting it up for postage. This seems 
hard to understand in view of the 
common knowledge spread by maga- 
zines, newspaper stamp columns and 
orally abcut stamp collecting and 
unusual and valuable stamps. Even 
a non-collector should be rare who 
would not recognize that stamps un- 
divided from each other by perfora- 
tions was unusual and something a 
stamp collector would pay much more 
for than face value of the stamps. 
And to imagine a postal clerk or 
stamp vendor not recognizing this 
is hard to believe, particularly with 
postal regulations instructing with- 
holding from sale if on some rare 
occasion an imperfect sheet of 
stamps got by the inspectors.

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British Columbia Duck & Conservation Stamps 


By Ed Richardson, BNAPS 


(See Illustration on Front Cover) 


One of the most interesting, at- 
tractive and apparently scarce series 
of Canadian sideline items, is that 


of the British Columbia Duck and 
Conservations stamps of 1946-51. 
They seemed to have escaped phila- 
telic attention until first listed in 
Holmes’ 1954 edition of his ‘Phila- 
telic Catalogue of Canada and BNA.” 

While this article will attempt to 
cover all the known varieties, in- 
cluding known proofs, etc., there is 
probably somewhere some collector 
who will be able to come up with a 
great deal of information not yet 
available to this writer. For much 
that appears herein I am indebted to 
Dr. J. A. Folinsbee of West Van- 
couver, B.C., who has not only sup- 
plied a great deal of data, but has 
aided me considerably in filling out 
the gaps in my own collection. 


The Duck Stamps, 1946 and 1947 


For the purpose of obtaining rev- 
enue for the feeding of ducks on the 
British Columbia southern mainland, 
Duck Stamps were prepared and 
issued to sportsmen and others, hav- 
ing a face value of 50c. Such feed- 
ing was permited by the Migratory 
Game Act of 1946. The purpose was 
of course to feed those ducks which 
failed to go south during the winter, 
great numbers of which had been 
starving. 

The first issue Duck Stamps, those 
of 1946, were similar in design to 
those of 1947 which are illustrated 
at the head of this article. Colors 
were black for the center, the outer 
narrow border and all lettering, blue 
for the background of the lettering. 
The date “1946” appears once on 
each side as in the 1947 illustration. 

These stamps were made up into 
bocklets, containing ten panes of 
four stamps each. Total face value of 
the booklet—$20.00. Face value of 
the pane $2.00. As in 1947, the 
stamps weere rouletted between and 
vertically along the tab which was 
at the left side. 

The paper is a white wove with 
a distinct vertical mesh. The book- 


lets were twice stapled at left. 


Second Issue—1947 
The second issue Duck Stamps, 
those of 1947, are those illustrated. 


Colors were blue for the black por- 
tions of the 1946 stamps, and yellow 
for the background of the lettering. 

Again these stamps were made up 
into booklets containing ten panes of 
four stamps each. Printed in blue on 
front cover is (1) the year date at 
upper left, (2) an illustration of a 
hunter and two mallards in flight on 
left half, (3) in four lines on right 
half “British Columbia / DUCK / 
STAMPS / $20.00,” and (4) below 
at right a serial number. 

The back covers are plain. Cover 


stock is a medium weight manilla 
card. 
All othe: characteristics of this 


issue are the same as the 1946 issue. 

A curious minor defect in the de- 
sign occurs on all four stamps of 
the panes, and in both the 1946 and 
1947 issues. It is an inverted orna- 
ment in the lower half of the left 
outer border. 

These were the only British Col- 
umbia DUCK stamp issues, they 
were replaced in 1948 with the CON- 
SERVATION stamps. 


The Conservation Stamps, 1948, 1949 





The Conservation stamps, intended 
to raise revenue for the protection of 
all game, took the place of the 
earlier Duck stamps. The face value 
of these new issues was $1.00 instead 
of the previous 50c. The stamps were 
on through the Sportsman’s coun- 
cil. 


& 
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The First Issue Conservation 
Stamps, those of 1948 were printed 
in booklet panes of five stamps, ar- 
ranged in a horizontal row. They 
were issued in booklets of one pane 
of five stamps with a total face value 
of $5.00. However a number of sheets 
of five, with very wide margins, have 
been seen. These sheets measure ap- 
prox. 71$x4!5 in. and the perfora- 
tions on all sides extend on through 
the margins. There are no staple 
marks in such sheets. 

The colors for the 1948 stamps 
were 1) sky-yellow-orange, 2) water- 
blue, 3) hill and trees-deep green, 
and 4) beaver and pheasant-brown. 

Perforations are 11%x11%, and 
the paper is white wove with a dis- 
tinet horizontal mesh, but has the 
appearance of being vertically ribbed. 

Trial Color Imperforate sheets of 
these have been seen. These were 
printed on the paper of issue. In the 
Trial Color run the hill and trees are 
of a lighter green, less olive toned 
than in the normal stamp, and the 
water is a lighter, brighter blue than 
in the normal. 

It would not be normal for any of 
this 1948 issue to have straight edges 
the sheets of five being perforated 
all around. 


Second Issue—1949 


The Second Issue Conservation 
Stamps, those of 1949 were of the 
same design as the 1948 issue, only 
the date and the colors being 
. changed. Paper and perforation de- 
tails are the same as for the 1948 
issue. 

The colors of the 1949 issue are 
orange, blue-violet and red, the pre- 
dominating color being orange for 
the background of sky and water. 
The log in the foreground is also 
colored. 

Apparently the 1949 issue was 
prepared differently than the pre- 
vious issue, and was printed in 
sheets of twenty-five (25), in five 
herizontal rows of five stamps each. 
The stamps were straight edged 
along the top, bottom and right edges 
of the sheet of 25. These full sheets 
were then placed between booklet 
covers which were perforated be- 
tween the horizontal rows, and were 
stapled at left. This made a large 
complete booklet containing one 
pane of twenty-five stamps, but 


which could be broken into five 
smaller booklets of only five stamps 
each. 

An Essay of the 1949 issue exists 
in Trial Color “progressive proof” 
form. It is my understanding that 
only three of these exist. It is in 
the form of an imperforate sheet 
with three impressions. Starting 
with the impression on the left, this 
is a proof of the detailed design in 
red, the center proof is multicolored 
but differs from the issued stamp in 
the background. to “STAMP” and 
the white circular space of “$1.” In 
the issued stamp these are uncolor- 
ed, in the essay there is a shading in 
pink or red. At the right is the proof 
of the “overlay” for background, etc., 
which is in blue. 

The 1949 stamp was the last of the 
adhesive stamps used on licenses. 
They were replaced with auto decals. 


' The Conservation Decal, 1950-51 


The final British Columbia Con- 
servation issue was in the form of 
a decal for use on auto windshields. 
These are approximately 4!5x2!5 in. 
in size, imperforate. They were issued 
in booklets of five decals, consisting 
of five “panes of one.” Rouletted 
along left end. 

This was issued for the ‘1950-51 
Season,” colors are blue, red, yellow, 
and black. 

The design is made up of six parts, 
four quarter sections, a border and 
a hcrizontal banner through the 
center. Border, black with colorless 
letters, reading at bottom “Season 
1950-51,” in top half “British Colum- 
bia Conservation Stamp;" Center 
Banner, red with colorless letters, 
reading ‘Enduring Sport through 
Conservation;” U.L. quarter, yellow 
background, design df pheasant in 
black; U.R. quarter, blue background, 
design two elk and mountains in 
black; L.L. quarter, blue background, 
design of salmon in black; L.R. quar- 
ter, yellow background, design of 
duck in black. 

While no face value was stated in 
the design, we understand that they 
sold for $1. 

This was the last of the British 
Columbia Conservation issues, 


Apparently the quantities in exist- 
ance of any of these issues is ex- 
tremely small. About the only ones 
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which have been openly traded in 
the philatelic market are the full 
sheets of the 1948 issue, and the im- 
perforate trial color sheet of the 
same year. A smal] holding of these 
was broken up about a year ago, and 
I doubt if any other stock exists. 
Stocks of the other issues are non- 
existant. However there is always 
the possibility of an occasional 
stamp or pane showing up in some 
collectors’ hands. Happy Hunting! 





CANADA JOTTINGS

No. 9—Master List For Plate Block 
Positions. 

From Chas. Day we received an in- 
teresting sheet with small blocks 
divided in 4 (for each plate position) 
for every plate and stamp 1937 to 
date including the officials and Mr. 
Day has then coloured in the squares 
for the items he has in his collection, 
thus telling or showing at a glance 
which items he needs to complete his 
collection. First time we have seen 
this sheet, but sure wish we had a 
few—a very useful tool for the plate 
block collector (additional sheets 
could be made up to show duplicates 
on hand for exchanging, ete.) and 
gives him a master list all in one 
place on one page. Is it possible this 
was printed up by a well-known 
Western dealer? 


No. 10-09 LL Plate Block With 
Period After ‘S’ On Stamp No. 47. 

We would like to try and get this 
cleared up once and for all—we re- 
peat that to our knowledge this does 
not exist with the period. Mr. Krae- 
mer reported in Dec. 55 P.S. he had 
one with the period, so if anyone 
knows Mr. Kraemer would they have 
him write us or give us his address. 


No. 11 — Complete OHMS. G 
Matched Plate Block Collection. 

We have received verification 
from Mr. Green of U.S.A. that he 
has succeeded in completing all posi- 
tions and plates of the OHMS G 
overprint series. Our sincere congra- 
tulaticns go out to him for the 
patience, tenacity, and moola (the 
green folding kind) needed to accom- 
plish such a feat. This is the first 
collector we know of to complete 
these issues in matched sets, so upon 
our Honour Roll of Champions goes 
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the name—Mr. Green. The prices he 
had to pay for some of this material 
would indeed astound many of our 
readers. It will be interesting to see 
what the new White Plate Block 
cat. prices some of this material at. 
Now who comes next? Or anyone 
only missing’ one or two positions? 

Our official plate block survey is 
proceeding fairly well but we still 
need your help to spread the word 
to those who read P.S. But be sure 
to collect plate blocks. We hope to 
have a report ready for you for P.S. 
bicentennial issue No. 200 so have 
those shy, backward, unknown plate 
collectors contact us (or send us 
their names). (See page 20, Feb. '57 
P.S. for list of plate blocks included 
in the survey.). We can add others if 
enough of you think they are scarce. 

No. 12—C8 Plate No. 5 U.L. Posi- 
tion. 

Noted P.B. Charlie’s interesting 
remarks re this item in Mar. 57. We 
have seen three different plate No. 5 
UL perf with type A OHMS 4 hole; 
also have seen UR and LL perf. 
OHMS. Maybe most of this plate 
(which was quite limited anyway be- 
cause it was replaced quickly by new 
c C9) was used for official use and 
thus perfed OHMS — and further 
maybe all the UL panes were treat- 
ed this way as the perforating was 
done in panes of 50, not sheets of 
200. Any comments on this? By the 
way, Canada Stamp Co. have UR 
LL, LR positions of C8 plate No. 5 
included in their May auction not 
perforated. Will be interesting to see 
what prices these bring. 
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No. 364—More Quebec Tercentenary 
Commemorative Cards 


Fora long. time (see packet No. 
196) I erroneously had the idea that 
there were eight varieties of these 
beautiful cards, published by Valen- 
tine & Sons. Then a few months ago 
(see packet No. 352) I reported a 
ninth design. Now thanks to Mr. D. 
B. Dowsley of Kelowna, B.C., I come 
up with THREE more to report, all 
of the same set. This brings the 
total up to TWELVE varieties. The 
new ones: (10) Horizontal format, 
“Parliament Buildings, Quebec.” (11) 
Horizontal format, “Little Cham- 
plain Street, Quebec” in colorless let- 
ters at base of scene. (12) Horizon- 
tal format, “Quebec.” Perhaps now 
we have the complete listing? 


No. 365—Newfoundland 
“Wayzata” Airmail 


In September, 1932, Aerial World 
Tours, Ltd., were supposed to have 
started on a trans-Atlantic flight. 
The company prepared approxi- 
mately 400,000 stamps with a face 
value of $1, these stamps to be used 
on this service. These appeared in 
July, 1932. Approximately 25,000 of 
these stamps were sold. 

The company did a better job of 
preparing, distributing and selling 
these semi-official airmail stamps, 
than it did in getting planes ready 
for flight. In late September the 
Newfoundland government cancelled 
the ecntract, as the company had 
not performed. 

The stamps therefore are more in 
the nature of Essays—they were pre- 
pared and sold, but never put to use. 
They are beautiful, recess printed 
jobs, and were issued in sheets of 
twenty (4x5) with wide margins on

all four sides, and were printed in 
dark blue. 

The name “Wayzata” comes from 
Wayzata, Minn., USA, the home of- 
fice of the company preparing this 
issue. 

These have never seemed to be 
very plentiful, in spite of the fact 


that supposedly some 25,000 were 


sald. I have watched the auctions and 
it has been only on rare occasions 
has as much as a block shown up. 
Have waited for years to find a full 
sheet of 20. At long last I found one 
in England. I bet now that I have

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PREPARING BYPEX — OTTAWA 


The officers of the Executive Com- 
mittee have been working diligently 
on the plans for BYPEX to be held 
at the Chateau Laurier, Ottawa, on 


May 2, 3, 4, 1957. At a recent com- 
mittee meeting the General Chair- 
man, Henry P. Stockwell, announced 
that the Canadian Philatelie Society's 
29th Annual Exhibition and Conven- 
tion, the first ever held in Ottawa, 
will have the distinguished patron- 
age of His Excellency, the Right- 
Honourable Vincent Massey, Gover- 
nor General of Canada. 

This year’s exhibition has one of 
its high sports of interest, the 
special philatelic displays from the 
Embassies and Legations resident in 
Ottawa. The Netherlands Ambassa- 
dor, His Excellency A. H. J. Lovink, 
has accepted the invitation to open 
the exhibition providing his heavy 
schedule of official duties permits. 
Among the many foreign countries 


expected to exhibit are Australia, 


Austria, Union of South Africa, 
Pakistan, Sweden, Poland, Norway, 
Russia, Turkey, Indonesian Repub- 


lic, Chile and Israel. 

These displays will be of much in- 
terest to philatelists and the general 
public alike because they will, 
among other things, show the stamps 
not often seen outside their own 
countries, interesting bits of postal 
history and the development of the 
printing of postage stamps in each 
country. Austria, for instance, plans 
to give a review of postage stamp 
production from 1945 to date and the 
develepment of Austrian Graphic 
Art as applied to postage stamps. 
Australia is dividing its exhibit into 
two parts: the first section illustrates 
the development of the design adopt- 
ed for the two stamps issued in July, 
1955, and shown at FIPEX, N.Y. in 
May, 1956; the second part indicates 
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the wide range of subjects and events 
embraced by Australian designs; 
Norway will send a selection of 
stamp proofs and the stamps them- 
selves issued by Norway from 1855 
to 1956. 

Two more exhibits never before 
given public showing will be dis- 
plays by the Canadian Bank Note 
Company and the British-Amercan 
Bank Note Company. The Canadian 


Bank Note Company will present 
frames describing the modern 
methods of printing bonds, bank 


notes, securities, and other printed 


paper for Canada and countries of 
the world. The British-American 
Bank Note Company has taken 


great pains to mount several frames 
displaying some of the current 
stamp issues ordered by foreign 
countries, as well as methods of 
printing these stamps here in the 
Canadian plant. 

The Canadian Government will þe 
represented in this COURT OF NA- 
TIONS by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. A small post office will be set 
up where visitors will have the un- 
usual opportunity of buying current 
issues of Canadian stamps supplied 
directly by the Philatelic Agency. A 
ercup of frames has been arranged 
to show dies, proofs, methods of 
printing, etc., of some of the recent 
issucs. Also on exhibit will be a steel 
die and transfer roller of a recent 
issue. 

Exhibition Chairman, Thomas A. 
Stott, is arranging the second main 
seetion of the exhibition, a COURT 
OF HONOR, where exhibits from 
many outstanding collectors in Can- 
ada and the United States may be 
seen. Invitations to exhibit have been 
issued to Cardinal Spellman, New 
York City, Religion on Stamps; L. S. 
Crosby, Banff, Alta., -Stamps of 
Prince Edward Island; Wilfrid Web- 
ster, Bellmore, N.Y., British Empire 
Map Stamns; Dr. A. Whitehead, Am- 
herst, N.S., Squared Circles; Mrs. 
Louise Boyd Dale, Redbank, N.J., 
Newfoundland; George C. Marler, 
Admiral Proofs; J. G. Glasseo, Tor- 
onto, Britain Used Abroad. 

On Saturday, May 4, the Canadian 
Philatelic Society will hold its an- 
nual meeting at 10.30 a.m. followed 
by the Directors! Meeting. In the 
evening, at 7.00 p.m., the annual 
banquet, the grand finale of the ex- 
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hibition and Convention, will be held 
in the beautiful banquet hall of the 
Chateau Laurier. General Chairman, 
Henry P. Stockwell, will act as Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies, Louis M. Lamour- 
oux, President of the CPS, will at 
this time have the very pleasant task 
of presenting the  trophies and 
awards to the suecessful contestants.

SOMETHING TO FIGURE OUT 





Well, the P.O.D. has come up with 
a poly-dazzler for the stamp collect- 
or with the vacation stamps, pos- 
sibly in retribution for the sniping 
at recent commemorative stamp de- 
signs. 

Whether we are to steady down 
and call them four season, vacation 
or sport stamps is a matter of 
choice. 

For identification purposes the 
P.O.D. refers to them as No. 1, the 
fishing stamp, No. 2, swimming, No. 
3, hunting, and No. 4 the skiing 
stamp. Literally, taking them in the 
1, 2, 3 order you could say they rep- 
resent Spring, Summer, Fall and 
Winter. Going further one could 
stock up several sheets of them and 
use them in timely order as the 
swimming stamp for July and 
August, the skiing stamp in the win- 
ter, ete. Or fall and winter stamps 
can be found in matched pairs; also 
fishing and swimming. Possibly 
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other combinations can be found. The 


possibilities for exploiting these 
stamps in either postage use or 


mounting in our albums seem un- 
limited. Get yourself a sheet of these 
stamps, or at least a right and left 
pane and go to work. You need a 
right and left pane as there's a 
joker in the two central numbers in 
the third vertical column of each 
pane. In one the central numbers are 
1 and 2 and in the other 3 and 4. 

A Hamilton correspondent writes, 
“Tf you want to occupy your time 
with something useless and take 
your mind off troubles, you should 
play around with the new four-cylin- 
der job the P.O.D. just turned out.” 

He figures that every collector col- 
lecting mint will have to invest in 
over five dozen copies to get the 
various blocks, pairs and single com- 
binations as against five copies of 
a normal issue. That two of the 
sports show 13 each to a pane and 
the other two only 12 each, and that 
his slide rule shows that the last 
will be 7% more scarce than the 
first two. Catalog makers please 
note. And if you want all possible 
bleck combinations you must pur- 
chase two sheets. And he means 
sheets, not panes. 

Another correspondent doesn't like 
the art work. A couple others won- 
der why the hidden dates are 1946 
instead of 1947. 

But that's enough from our pen. 
If you want to go deeper into the 
subject read the analysis given by 
Mr. Roy Marshall in another section 
of this issue. 


UNITED STATES NOTES

On the 11th January 1957 the new 
Alexander Hamilton stamp had its 
Day of Issue in New York City. This 
was the first one of the New Year. 
The color is red and has a portrait 
of Hamilton on the left, and a front 
view of the original Federal Hall in 
New York comprising the right por- 
tion of the stamp. This was issued 
for the Alexander Hamilton Bicen- 
tennial. 

On January 15th we had a stamp 
Honoring Those Who Helped Fight 
Polio. 

In February two more were issued. 


On the 11th, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey from Seattle, Wash. On the 
23rd the Architect stamp was issued 
in New York City. 

Others announced are: Steel Indus- 
try, Oklahoma Education Associa- 
tion, 6c Air Force Industry. 

August ist will be the date of 
issue for the U.S. Air Force com- 
memorative which will honor the 
50th anniversary of the Air Force as 
a part of the national defense sys- 
tem. First day sale will be in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Date of issue for the 
others will be announced later. 

The United Nations will issue a 
3c and 8e set on the 8th April hon- 
oring the United Nations Emergency 
Force. The designs of the stamps de- 
picts the circular badge worn on the 
armbands headgear of the United 
Nations Emergency Force (UNEF). 
The 3e stamp will be blue and the 8c 
red. 

On the 27th 'May a 4c airmail 
stamp and a 4c airmail card will be 
issued at the U.N. Other issues of 
the year will be United Nations Day 
and Human Rights Day. 

The Canal Zone will issue a stamp 
this year but there are no details. 
This and the new Canadian stamps 
to be issued in 1957 will be the col- 
lector's delight. 


ROSS HOUSE TO RE-OPEN 





The Ross House, first post office 
in Western Canada, will be open to 
the publie June 1 for the summer 
during week days and, it is hoped, 
may also be open on Sundays. Es- 
tablished at Red River, now Winni- 
peg in 1855 it has an interesting 
story. Popular Stamps first made 
mention of it in April 1945 issue 
when it had to be moved, and has 
kept in touch with it periodically 
since that time. Keen interest de- 
veloping the city of Winnipeg moved 
the building to property opposite 
the C.P.R. station in 1949. By 1953 
the Manitoba Historieal Society and 
the C.P.R. were instrumental in hav- 
ing the Post Office Department open 
it as a post office for the summer 
months. It also contains many of the 
original items of its early furnish- 
ings and other antiques of Red River 
days.

On March 7th, 1957, Canada issued 
a set of four stamps, combined in 
blocks, on four panes to the sheet 


of two hundred stamps. There were 
two plates employed numbered one 
and two. 

The stamps were designed by 
Laurence Hyde of Montreal, Quebec. 
All four different stamps were print- 
ed in blue. 

The upper and lower left panes 
were identical as was the upper and 
lower right panes identical to them- 
selves. Difference was that the left 
panes had the fishing and swimming 
motif for the two central stamps 
found in the center of the middle ver- 
tical row while the right panes car- 
ried the hunting and skiing stamps 
in the center of the middle vertical 
row. Immediately above and below 
both groupings was a vertical strip 
of fovr different stamps. This is the 
only position that all four of the 
different stamps are found joined 
together in a straight row. The two 
left hand and the two right hand 
vertical rows on all panes consisted 
of twenty blocks, all identical and 
all containing all four of the designs. 
These twenty identical blocks is not 
taking into account the difference 
caused by plate number variety. 

The reference to the stamps has 
been established as follows: No. 1 
Fishing, No. 2 Swimming, No. 3 
Hunting, No. 4 Skiing. 

The presence of the difference be- 
tween the left panes from the right 
panes leads to very interesting block 
combinations. Herein a block of four 
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will be enumerated by using the digit 
applying to the design and consist- 
ing of four digits. The first digit 
represents the upper left hand cor- 
ner stamp of the block, the second 
digit, the upper right; the third, 
lower left; the fourth, lower right. 

Taking into account the two dif- 
ferent panes we are able to count 
ihe following number of different 
combinations. 

The (4X) grouping shows the num- 
ber of diferent blocks obtainable 
from multiple sets of right and left 
panes. 

The (Xx) grouping shows the num- 
ber procurable from one sheeet. (See 
chart with this article).

It is readily seen that all different 


combinations cannot be procured 
from two panes; but all different 


combinations can be procured from 


one sheet. From each pane of one 
sheet there can be procured eight 
blocks or a total of thirty-two blocks 
from a complete sheet, These thirty- 
two are enumerated above to the 
right of the total number of combi- 
nations. Of the five 1234, four will be 
the plate number variety. 


The key to collecting the blocks 
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lies in the fact that for the L, M, N 
and P blocks there is only one place 
where each is available, as to take 
2311 out of the upper left pane you 
cannot get 4831 from it also. You 
have to go to the lower left to get it. 
This will make for some rare blocks! 


Of the stamps left over from rob- 
bing out such blocks 


there will be 
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left—twenty l's; sixteen 2's; eighteen 
3's and eighteen 4's. 

There will not be found a vertical 
pair alike. Neither will there be found 
horizontal pairs of the combinations 
22 or 33. There will not be found the 
horizontal strip combination 1234. 
However each pane has two vertical 
combinations of 1234. From two 
sheets one could come within three 
blocks of procuring the seventy-two 
combinations (including plate blocks). 
The ninth pane would yield the full 
set. 

The left panes have single copies 
of 13-1's; 13-2's; 12-8's and 12-4's. 

The right panes have single copies 
of 12-1’s; 12-2’s; 13-3’s and 13-4's.

This is another loss to us of a 
grand old Crown Colony. This over- 
printed set will possibly be heavily 
collected and a good one to have. 

From reports in the press the 
British Tangier Post Office is to 
close down at the end of April, it 
has been in operation for 100 years. 
The final set overprinted is in pro- 
cess of release and will be complete 
to the 10/. Another good set for 
everyone to have and hold. 

Fyndhem of the London “SC” tells 
us cf a shortage overseas of the Ba- 
hamas 1948 issue Tercentenary 
Scotts 132-47; that in every auction 
when a set is offered the price ad- 
vances. This set is one which no col- 
lector will regret owning. Attention 
is also given to the last 10/- stamp of 
Geo. 6th Barbados. In used it is 
highly recommended. The St. Kitts 
Aguilla Tercentenary of 1950 is also 
given a boost. For Canada our sur- 
charged Special Delivery E9 is men- 
tioned. 

The late Trinidad & Tobago 1c 
overprint is well in the limelight in 
the USA, dealers there appear to 
‘have been lucky in getting supplies, 
very likely direct from the island. 
With 10,000 destroyed out of 60,000 
issued it does not seem much for a 
world distribution. Prices quoted are 
from $1.25 to $1.95 for a single copy. 

Australia surely shows us how. 
The three new stamps from there 
with the Queen's head are delightful- 
ly attractive consisting of a 4d, 10d 
and 1/"d.

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AN OLD LEDGER

A few nights ago I was visiting 
a friend’s, who brought out an old 
ledger. This was a servants account 
book of the Hudson Bay Company, 
Fort William, where the company 
had a post, with posts at Mattawa 
and Joachims attached. (The latter 
place I presume is now called Des 
Joachims.) In browsing through this 
old ledger of 1858. I came across the 
fcllowing entry under date of Sep- 
tember 13th, 1858. 


JAMES SMITH, postmaster. 

By travelling expenses from 

Lachine to Fort Wilam ........ $11.37 

This entry started me thinking. 
How did he get there? Which way 
did he go? I presumed he must have 
gone by the Hudson Bay Company 
route. Travelling by canoe from La- 
chine up the Ottawa River and along 
the Mattawa to Lake Nipissing, 
down the French River to Georgian 
Bay crossing the bay and Lake 
Huron and then through the Sault, 
across Lake Superior to Fort Wil- 
liam. Quite a journey for such a 
modest sum. This was part of the 
Hudson Bay Company route to the 
West. Charging his expenses to the 
company seems to indicate that this 
was his route. No doubt the com- 
pany was responsible for him, hence 
this entry amongst the servants ac- 
counts. 

The next thought! Was he the first 
postmaster of Fort William? We 
know that a post office was estab- 
lished in Fort William by 1858, as a 
Captain Thos. Dick of Toronto was 
awarded a contract for the carrying 
of mails between Bruce Mines, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Fort William, Red River, 
etc., ete., (see Boggs, Part 2, Ap- 
pendix K.) These mails were carried 
between Pentanguishene, Sault Ste. 
Marie and Fort William, from there 
to the Red River District. Fort Wil- 
liam was the gateway to this region. 
The mails were carried by steamer 
in the summer and overland in the 
winter. 

The postage rate at this time from 
Fort William to any place in Can- 
ada, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island was 3d per 
1$ oz. to England 72d per 12 oz., to 
U.S. 6d ner !$ oz. I have not been 
able to find any reference to a post 
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office at Fort William prior to 1858, 
so, no doubt, Mr. James Smith was 
the first postmaster of Fort William. 

Another fact brought to light in 
this old ledger of long ago, was the 
accounts were in decimal currency. 
Knowing that the stamp catalogues 
gave the date of the change as July 
ist, 1859, this meant that I had to 
do a little more browsing around. 
I found that the change actually 
took place on July 1st, 1858. All 
public accounts had to be shown in 
decimal currency from that date. 
But the coinage was not ready until 
January 1859, followed by the post- 
age stamps on July Ist, 1859. Exact- 
ly a year later from when the 
change took place. 

Something else was also interest- 
ing in this old ledger but has noth- 
ing to do with Postal History. The 
Hudson Bay Company actually paid 
its servants the magnificent sum of 
thirteen dollars a month as wages 
in the year 1858. Next year they got 
a raise of two dollars. In some cases 
much of this was taken up by goods 
supplied. 

One more thought, an old ledger is 
not always as dry as it looks.

Well these last ‘4-in-1” stamps 
sure are not something to give us 
pride in our country. I would like to 
bet we would find many superior de- 
signs could have been submitted on 
the various subjects offerd in these 
stamps. They are very like “crate” 
designs offered to us for houses and 
the “collapsed” church designs we 
are being offered by so-called ar- 
chiteets. The first glance should 
have ruled out these designs. Who- 
ever saw such clouds in any sky as 
are shown in these? Whoever saw 
such even ripples in water as the 
canoe is in? Who in the world ever 
saw such waves as you see depicted 
with the swimmer? Whoever saw 
palms growing in any hunting 
ground in Canada, such as we see 
the hunter and his dog in? And who- 
ever saw a skier going down such 
a steep incline as we see in the 
skiing stamp? These stamps go all 
ever the world and why put on such 
a poor show as these stamps are do- 
ing. 

The number of each stamp varies 
as follows: In each sheet of 200 as 
printed there will be 48 copies of the 
fishing and swimming, while there 
are 52 copies of the hunting and 
skiing. There are two plates with 
likely 50,000,000 copies printed 
and thus this will make 12,500,000 
of each design issued, which with the 
various combinations many collectors 
will try to make, I predict they 
will be in heavy demand, in spite of 
their crudity.—L. Seale Holmes, MD. 


RARE MAURITIUS SOLD. 





In our February issue mention was 
made of the gift of a £5,000 stamp 
by Sir Ernest de Silva to the Young 
Men’s Buddhist Association of Cey- 
lon, which was to be sold by auction 
March 25th by H. R. Harmer Ltd., 
London, England. 

This stamp, worth one penny 110 
vears ago, sold for £4,500 ($12,600) 
and the buyers said they got a bar- 
gain. 

The price, paid by English col- 
lectors Harry Nisson and W. E. Lea, 
was the highest ever achieved for 
a single stamp at a British auction. 

The Mauritius was designed and 


printed in 1847 by a “Swiss engraver 
who had very poor eyesight," said 
an official of Harmers. 

He said about 300 to 400 of reddish 
orange stamps, each bearing some- 
what of a likeness of Queen Victoria, 
were printed up especially for a 
Lady Gomm who lived on the island 
of Mauritius and wanted them to 
send some party invitations. 

For some reason the one auctioned 
at Harmers was never used. Many 
of the others have been lost. 

The art work on the stamp was so 
crude that Harmers called it a 
“primitive.” 

But one of the great stamp men 
of all time — 87-year-old H. R. Har- 
mer — turned out to conduct the 
auction in person. 

Twenty-three years ago Harmer’s 
firm, auctioned off the same stamp 
for £2,500. 

The buyer then was Sir Ernest de 
Silva of Ceylon.

WANT GOLD-MINING STAMP 





The Porcupine Chamber of Com- 
merce have been in touch with the 
Postmaster General asking for a 
stamp representative of the gold 
mining industry of Canada. They 
suggest a motif typical of gold 
mining and with particular reference 
to the Poreupine District which they 
say is the largest gold mining field 
in the western hemisphere. Gold let- 
tering is suggested on the stamp. 

A hard-rock mining stamp is slated 
for later this year but they claim 
hard-rock mining is common in many 
types of mining and not necessarily 
typical of gold mining. 

The Union of South Africa brought 
out a stamp in 1936 commemorating 
gold mining.
